Righteousness as a Mighty River 


NATION SPIRITUALLY attuned to Di- 
vine precepts will manifest, in de- 
termination and action, a _ high 

standard of moral values, with righteousness 
as its goal in the administration of the affairs 
of state. But when a people turn away from 
lofty spiritual ideals, this is reflected in an in- 
crease in violence and crime throughout the 
land. 


So closely associated is the administration 
of righteousness with the maintenance of un- 
deviating spiritual standards that in a time 
of great apostasy the first call that goes out 
must be for the restoration of justice and 
equity in accordance with the requirements 
of the Divine law. A few illustrations will con- 
firm the accuracy of this declaration. 

In the days of the Prophet Amos the people 
had turned away from God and, while they 
still observed the ordinances and ceremonies 
of Temple worship, God refused to accept 
their offerings or acknowledge the songs they 
sang, for their hearts were not right with 
Him. The initial step God required them to 
take was to bring about the restoration of 
justice in the land. To accomplish this He 
admonished them, “Let judgment run down 
as waters, and righteousness as a mighty 
stream” (Amos 5: 24). 

Later, when Jesus walked in Palestine, cere- 
mony and ritualism had again taken the place 
of sincere worship, while the weightier mat- 
ters of the law were completely ignored. Be- 
cause judgment and mercy no longer moti- 
vated the Scribes and Pharisees, Jesus called 
them hypocrites and compared them with 
whited sepulchres, outwardly beautiful but in- 
wardly unclean and filled with dead men’s 
bones. 

As it was in the days of Amos, and during 
the ministry of our Lord, so today form and 
ceremony have in a large measure been sub- 
stituted for a pure and sincere worship of the 
Lord. Looking forward to this time, the Pro- 


phet Isaiah earnestly exhorts those whom the 
Prophet Ezekiel designated as watchmen to 
the House of Israel: “Cry aloud, spare not, 
lift up thy voice like a trumpet, and shew 
my people their transgression, and the house 
of Jacob their sins” (Isa. 58: 1). 

What are those transgressions and sins with 
which we are charged today? Are they not 
the failure to keep the requirements of the 
Divine law and to administer righteousness in 
judgment and mercy in our nation? The 
present violence and bloodshed throughout 
the lands of modern Israel cause the Lord, 
through Isaiah, to utter the following indict- 
ment: “Your hands are defiled with blood, 
and your fingers with iniquity; your lips have 
spoken lies, your tongue hath muttered per- 
verseness. None calleth for justice, nor any 
pleadeth for truth: they trust in vanity, and 
speak lies; they conceive mischief, and bring 
forth iniquity” (Isa. 59: 3-4). 

Continuing, the accusation goes on to state 
that we do not know the way of peace and 
there is no justice in the course we pursue. 
But if we would only let judgment run down 
as waters through the restoration of the ad- 
ministration of the Law of the Lord, our feet 
would be guided by the principles of righte- 
ousness and the result would be that we 
would find the path to peace and cleanse our 
land of all evil. 

Thereafter, righteousness, as a_ clear-run- 
ning stream, would flow onward to become 
a mighty freshet when the knowledge of the 
Lord fills the earth as the waters cover the sea. 
The outcome would be a great spiritual 
awakening throughout the length and breadth 
of our land and ultimately all nations would 
come to acknowledge the equity and merciful 
justice of the Law of the Lord. This would 
bring about the suppression of evil, the pro- 
tection of the innocent and the establishment 
of a state of universal well-being wherein all 
may partake of its bounties and rejoice in its 
benefits.

The Spreading (Conflict 





SovieT Russia arrogantly continues its program of ag- 
gression, again substantiating all that has been said of 
this period of the Day of Battle (December 11, 1959 
to February 5, 1963). They stall for time, talking peace 
while they prepare for their next incursion. The call 
for a cease-fire in Laos is a case in point for, while the 
Kremlin delayed in giving its answer, the arms airlift 
to the Laotian Communists was being definitely step- 
ped up. Even in their belated answer they continued 
to play for time. Apparently the Moscow plan is to 
procrastinate until the Communist-led rebels gain a 
decisive military advantage. 


The Communist arms build-up in Cuba was planned 
as a definite military threat right at our doorstep, for 
Moscow has endeavored, with the help of Castro, to 
establish a beachhead in this hemisphere. Now, with 
the invasion of Cuba by Cuban patriots, Khrushchev 
has called upon the United States to stop the invasion 
and disarm the invaders, at the very same time promis- 
ing full support to Castro’s government and threaten- 
ing to stir up trouble in other parts of the world if 
Soviet demands are not met. 


In reply President Kennedy issued a stern warning 
that the United States will tolerate no outside military 
intervention in Cuba, asserting that the people of the 
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United States have great admiration for those who de- 
sire to re-establish an orderly government in Cuba. In 
his note to Khrushchev, the President countered the 
Soviet demands with a call for a prompt cease-fire in 
Laos, cooperation with the United Nations in the 
Congo and a speedy conclusion of an acceptable treaty 
for banning nuclear tests as constructive steps in im- 
proving international relations. 


Soviet Russia has already supplied Castro with thirty 
thousand tons of military equipment, large and 
medium tanks, field and heavy machine guns, along 
with Soviet and Czechoslovakian military advisors. If 
Soviet Russia were to succeed in gaining her objective 
in Cuba, it would be only a matter of time until there 
would be no free world where men can live in security 
and peace and be safe from foreign domination and 
oppression. 


It is high time the American people awoke to the 
hard fact that Soviet Russia is definitely at war with 
us. The men in the Kremlin are now moving to secure 
positions of advantage as they look to the day when 
the fatal blow can be struck at our freedom. It is ac- 
tually long past time to give full support to all foes 
of Communism, including the supplying of arms to 
anti-Castro forces. If we fail to do this, we shall lose 
to the Communists in this first phase of the struggle 
to gain a foothold in the Western Hemisphere, from 
which to launch further attacks upon the free world. 
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Man In Space 





THERE HAS BEEN much ado about the Soviet achieve- 
ment in orbiting a man around the earth. If true, it is 
a brilliant scientific feat; one that has been anticipated 
for some time now. However, shooting a human being 
into space and recovering him alive an hour or so 
later is a far cry from putting a man on the moon or 
sending him to another planet and returning him alive 
to earth. 

Nine years ago, in Destiny for April 1952, attention 
was called to the prophetic forecast concerning the com- 
ing ascendancy of Communism. The following was 
stated: 


“Apart from the rise of false ecclesiastical systems, Paul 
refers to the appearance of a power that is Satanic in origin 
and deceptive to the extreme, but to which many will give 
support. He pointed out: 

“*The other’s appearance, by the contrivance of Satan, 
will be full of power and pretended signs and wonders, and 
full of wicked deception for men who are going to destruc- 
tion, because they refused to love the truth and be saved. 
This is why God sends upon them a misleading influence, 
to make them believe what is false, so that all who have re- 
fused to believe the truth but have preferred disobedience 
may be condemned.’ (II Thess. 2: 9-12, Smith & Goodspeed 
Trans.) 

“Who is this ‘other’ of whom Paul is speaking, who is 
Satanic in origin, deceiving the people and in opposition to 
God and the truth by pretending to work miracles? The 
first is a mystery [false ecclesiasticism], but this other is a 
delusion. Its chief characteristic was to be that it would be 
‘full of wicked deception’ and it is universally recognized 
that this is the hallmark of the ideology of Communism 
which is leading many astray because they will not believe 
the truth. In this we see the fulfillment of the statement: 

“And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, 
that they should believe a lie.’ (II Thess. 2: 11.) 

“This is ‘because they received not the love of the truth, 
that they might be saved’ (II Thess. 2: 10). This movement, 
with its evil propaganda, is certainly the embodiment of the 
doctrines of devils. It propagates falsehood in laying claim 
to be for peace while all the time it stirs up trouble, spreads 
terror and brings about bloodshed wherever possible. Its 
watchword is chaos.” 


One of its characteristics, as stated by Paul, is to be 
full of power and “pretended signs and wonders.” Is 
this in evidence today in Soviet sputniks, a cosmonaut 
in space, plus many false propaganda claims which are 
accepted by the gullible as factual? 

It is indeed far more than a coincidence that the 
27-year old pilot, Yuri A. Gagarin, who, it is alleged, 
circled the globe, bears a name that highlights the 
boastfulness his flight has engendered as Premier 
Khrushchev challenges the world to duplicate Soviet 
performances. Let us capitalize the middle letters of 
the name Yuri A. GAGarin. Rev. W. M. H. Milner, in 
his booklet, The Russian Chapters of Ezekiel,* orig- 
inally published in 1923, defines the significance of 
A-gag in connection with the reference to Gog in the 
38th chapter of Ezekiel:

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“ ‘Gog’ — it is a long o both in the Hebrew and in the 
Greek — is made from the old-world word-root ‘GG,’ which 
in the early languages implied something ‘g-i-g-antic.’ Russia 
has this long time been the ‘Colossus’ of the North. 

“A potentate of Bible history and prophecy was ‘A-g-a-g.’ 
That name, or rather, title, comes from the same root. He 
was (in his own estimation) A, Aleph, + GG = No. 1 
Great! “The Agagites,’ we are told in Young’s Analytical 
Concordance, ‘were an Amalek-ite tribe,” and ‘Agag’ was 
‘A poetic name of Amalek, derived from a particular dy- 
nasty.’ . . . Now Amalek was one of two nations descended 
from Esau. Teman was the other. The Teman-ite Edom we 
shall see to be the Ottoman Turks. Gog may be Amalek.” 


Today in Soviet Russia the modern Amalekites are 
represented, who in these last days are to make war 
against the House of Israel; that is, against the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples. Boastful in the extreme, never- 
theless their end, as stated by Balaam, will be that they 
will utterly perish. His prediction was in the following 
words: 


“And when he looked on Amalek, he took up his parable, 
and said, Amalek was the first of the nations: but his latter 
end shall be that he perish for ever.” (Num. 24: 20.) 


Amalek was the first of the nations to make a treach- 
erous attack upon God’s people. The record of that 
attack is given in Exodus 17: 8-16. Later on Moses 
admonished Israel: 


“Remember what Amalek did unto thee by the way, when 
ye were come forth out of Egypt; How he met thee by the 
way, and smote the hindmost of thee, even all that were 
feeble behind thee, when thou wast faint and weary; and he 
feared not God. Therefore it shall be, when the Lord thy 
God hath given thee rest from all thine enemies round 
about, in the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance to possess it, that thou shalt blot out the 
remembrance of Amalek from under heaven; thou shalt not 
forget it.” (Deut. 25: 17-19.) 


Ezekiel gives in detail the account of the treacherous 
attack Gog will make against the House of Israel in 
these latter days, with the ultimate outcome stated to 
be the complete destruction of these foes of righteous- 
ness. Since it is true that Soviet Russia has declared 
war upon God, against His church and His people, it 
is therefore fitting that this nation, who is modern 
Amalek, should select as their alleged first space man 
one bearing a name that implies something gigantic. 
Reveling in his own estimation of greatness, Khrush- 
chev now brags about their accomplishment. But note 
what Balaam declared in regard to Israel: 


“His king shall be higher than Agag, and his kingdom 
shall be exalted.” (Num. 24: 7.) 


How puny indeed by comparison will be the flight 
of A-gag, the Soviet astronaut, when the Sign of the 
Son of man, He who is the coming King of Israel, ap- 
pears in the heavens. What will then become of the 
bombastic vaunting of the Soviets when those of Israel 
destined to rule in the exalted Kingdom ascend, not 
confined in earth-made capsules for momentary flights 
into space, but enabled by the power of resurrection 
and translation to rise to meet the Lord in the air, 
freed from every physical handicap and defying earth's 
force of gravity? 
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We are reminded, in the face of the present Soviet 
cockiness, of the words of the King of Israel addressed 
to an enemy bragging of his might and power: 


“Let not him that girdeth on his harness boast himself as 
he that putteth it off.” (I Kings 20: 11.) 


The last word has not yet been spoken, nor the final 
scene enacted, but when it is, A-gag will be brought 
low and the nations of the House of Israel will be 
exalted. However, in that day no one will be able to 
boast, not even the House of Israel, for it will be the 
Lord’s doing and it will be marvelous in our eyes. 
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Dangerous Appeasement 





PRESIDENT Kennedy has ordered the post office to cease 
intercepting propaganda material arriving in the 
United States from behind the Iron Curtain. Tons of 
propaganda, unlabeled as Communist literature, are 
being distributed by Uncle Sam throughout our land. 
Yet Soviet Russia does not allow similar material from 
the United States to be distributed behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

The President stated that this distribution serves no 
intelligent function useful to the Soviet Union at the 
present time. But what of the subtle, unlabeled pro- 
nouncements being fed through such propaganda to 
college students and others in the same age category? 
Can the President say this will serve no useful end for 
the Communist apparatus? The Communists know 
better, or else they would not waste time and money 
in its production. 


Thanks now to the President’s directive, the Com- 
munists will have a field day in the increased distribu- 
tion of their deceptive propaganda, as they make a bid 
for the minds of men and women and press for victory 
in the conflict against us. If they can win the minds 
of the younger generation — and this is primarily 
what they are endeavoring to do — the final battle will 
be lost to us no matter how many skirmishes we may 
win in the meantime. 








Governmental Monstrosity 





IN A NEWSLETTER released by Senator Norris Cotton of 
New Hampshire, the following statement was made: 


“Ninety years ago when men first began to talk about re- 
straining private corporations, a Georgia Senator voiced a 
warning: 

“*There is a corporation we may all dread. That corpora- 
tion is the Federal Government. From (its) aggression there 
can be no safety. . . . Let us be sure we keep it always within 
its limits. If this great, ambitious, evergrowing corporation 
becomes oppressive, who shall check it? If it becomes way- 
ward, who shall control it? If it becomes unjust, who shall 
trust it? ... I beseech you watch and guard with sleepless 
dread that corporation which can make all property and 
rights, all states and people, and all liberty and hope, its 
playthings in an hour and its victims forever.’ ” 


It would certainly have behooved the people of the 
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United States to have been mindful of this forceful 


warning given nine decades ago. The insatiable dispo- 
sition of the Federal Government to become increas- 
ingly bureaucratic, to impose its will upon states, cur- 
tailing states rights, hampering freedom of choice and 
action, has fully justified the prophetic import of the 
Senator’s discerning remarks. Through the graduated 
income tax, it is now assessing the people to the point 
of confiscating their wealth. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court in regard to the segregation issue, defi- 
nitely contrary to the best interests of our nation and 
the welfare of our people, is fast hastening the arrival 
of a time of trouble that will produce intolerable con- 
ditions leading to bloodshed. 

Would to God our nation had heeded the warning 
to watch and guard against the evils of an expanding 
and grasping Federal Government. Had we done so, 
this nation would not now be facing a debacle that will 
eclipse in intensity anything we have experienced in 
our past history. 








eAbolish the Income Tax 





IN A RECENT issue of America’s Textile Reporter, Fred 
H. Drewes, tax analyst and consultant, points out that 
the income tax can be abolished without impairing 
legitimate government operations. Because of the ever- 
increasing burden of tax levies, the resentment against 
the confiscatory trend in the inexorable expansion of 
the tax structure is nation-wide. The American people 
can, if they will, do much about it, as Mr. Drewes so 
effectively points out, for it is up to the people to act 
if they really desire to secure relief from a situation 
that will become increasingly oppressive unless cor- 
rected. 


“We Americans did inherit the God-given right to keep 
what we earn. We have permitted politicians to deprive us 
of this right by imposing a confiscatory tax upon our per- 
sonal earnings. The 16th (Income Tax) Amendment was 
slipped through the state legislatures of the innocent, un- 
suspecting American people in order to make the tax legal. 
The personal income tax can be removed without affecting 
our Armed Forces, nor any other legitimate function of the 
government in Washington. Little help can be expected 
from most Washington politicians, whose usurped power 
would be properly deflated. But the Constitution can be 
amended by the State Legislatures. Wyoming, Texas, Nevada 
and Louisiana have paved the way by passing the ‘Proposed 
23rd Amendment,’ which would restore the right to keep 
what we earn. 


“Here is the key to the proposed amendment. The 25 
words in this first section would be worth about one and 
one-half billion dollars per word. These words are: 


“*The government of the United States shall not engage 
in any business, professional, commercial, financial or in- 
dustrial enterprise except as specified in the Constitution.’ 

“Believe it or not, 20 per cent of the industrial capacity 
of the country is now operated by federal agencies on an 
interest free, dividend free, rent free, cost free and tax free 
basis. The House Government Operations Committee esti- 
mates the government’s investment in its properties to be 
$262 billion — almost as colossal as our $286 billion federal 
debt. But let’s suppose we sold these properties to private 
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enterprises for even as low as only 25 per cent of the gov- 
ernment’s investment. This amount — $65 billion — retired 
to the national debt, would have saved taxpayers interest 
charges of almost $2 billion last year. And, we might reason- 
ably conclude, we could sell them for much more than 25 
per cent of their estimated cost. 


“There are other savings features too, costs of facilities, 
payroll savings, cost of printing tax forms, cost of collection 
and many more. Add them all up and the total produces a 
savings of more than $44 billion a year. Using last year as 
an example, the federal government would have wound up 
with a surplus of $7 billion, since individual income tax 
receipts produced a revenue of $37 billion in 1959. Sound 
good? Well, it is good. For, instead of our government oper- 
ating at a loss as it has for the past 20 years, it will operate 
with a balanced budget. And, too, our huge national debt 
would be paid off in about 50 years. 


“And imagine the boost to good old American incentives. 
The average businessman will no longer be forced to com- 
pete with federal cost free, tax free and above-the-law-cut- 
throat competition. It boils down to this: We can eliminate 
individual income taxes, actually increase federal revenue, 
and remove the federal government from unfair competi- 
tion with its private taxpaying citizens. We can recapture 
our precious inherited liberty if enough of us want to do so. 
God helps those who help themselves. We are all being 
urged to work for the passage of the ‘Proposed 23rd Amend- 
ment’ in our State Legislatures. Here are the terms of the 
‘Proposed 23rd Amendment’ pending in Congress as H J] 
Res. 23: 

“Section 1. The government of the United States shall 
not engage in any business, professional, commercial, finan- 
cial or industrial enterprise except as specified in the Con- 
stitution. 

“Section 2. The constitution or laws of any state, or 
the laws of the United States, shall not be subject to the 
terms of any foreign or domestic agreement which would 
abrogate this amendment. 

“Section 3. The activities of the United States govern- 
ment which violate the intent and purposes of this amend- 
ment shall, within a period of three years from the date of 
the ratification of this amendment, be liquidated and the 
properties and facilities affected shall be sold. 


“Section 4. Three years after the ratification of this 
amendment the Sixteenth article of amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the United States shall stand repealed and there- 
after Congress shall not levy taxes on personal incomes, 
estates, and/or gifts.’ 


“And what will be the outcome of the adoption of the 
‘Proposed 23rd Amendment?’ It will cut cost of government 
more than half — restore state sovereignty — insure balanced 
budgets — control bureaucracy — protect private enterprise 
— repeal individual income taxes. Yes, all this — and free- 
dom too — under the terms of the ‘Proposed 23rd Amend- 
ment.’ 

“Eventually the American people, complaining more and 
more of the tax burden, will achieve a better understanding 
of the tax situation and the responsibility for it. In the 
final analysis the people themselves are responsible, accord- 
ing to widely-known tax analysts. Officials who have the 
power to levy taxes, starting with Congress and down to 
the lowest taxing boards, are elected by a majority of the 
voters, he points out. Their power to tax comes directly 
from the people. If the citizens ever decide they want to 
lower taxes badly enough to do something to bring the de- 
sired result, they will be able to achieve it by the same 
means responsible for current levies — their votes. And, by

the same token, if the people want to abolish the income 
tax, it can be accomplished. The answer to the question — 
can we afford to abolish the income tax? — is yes, if Uncle 
Sam would stick to his own business. 


“Stop any American, on any street corner, in any city and 
ask him what he most dislikes — with two words: ‘Income 
taxes.’ Long ago, our ancestors fought a bloody war over 
‘taxation without representation.’ Today, their descendants 
cry, “Taxes are too high.’ Both, of course, had a valid grind- 
stone on which to raise a point of objection. Certainly, the 
federal income tax bite is a big one. And doesn’t it seem 
like only yesterday that you were struggling through a maze 
of figures, drinking coffee to stay awake and wrestling with 
downtown traffic — all to beat that midnight tax-mailing 
deadline? Well, how would you like to say good-bye to in- 
come tax form 1040 forever? 


“Wouldn’t it be a dream world? No figures. No forms. 
No sleepless nights. And, best of all, a lot more money in 
your pocketbook. This isn’t a dream; this is a possibility. 
Congressman Edgar W. Heistand has been waging a battle 
to do away with the income tax. He is being ably supported 
by the National Committee for Economic Freedom, a non- 
partisan, nonprofit, patriotic organization which is seeking 
in some 30 state legislatures the necessary action for the 
passing of the ‘Proposed 23rd Amendment,’ which would 
restore the right to keep what we earn. If a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment is enacted, April 15 would be just 
another day not to worry about income taxes; for the pro- 
posed 23rd Amendment would eliminate the words ‘income 
tax’ from our pocketbook vocabulary. To put it in blunt — 
yet delightful — language, the American citizen wouldn't 
have to pay income taxes any longer.” 


Our forefathers willingly sacrificed all in order that 
unjust taxation might be abolished. The present gradu- 
ated income tax system, a device sponsored by Karl 
Marx to destroy the prosperity of the middle classes 
and confiscate the property of the wealthy, is anything 
but just. 








Trial By Vengeance 





As IT HAS BEEN stated before in DEsTINy, we hold no 
brief for Adolf Eichmann. Nevertheless, the fact re- 
mains that whether or not he can be accounted guilty 
personally of the crimes with which he is charged 
should be decided by an impartial court — not by his 
enemies. It is impossible for judges to properly weigh 
the evidence when there is a question of personal 
prejudice involved. Because the alleged charges against 
Eichmann are stated to be crimes committed against 
the Jews as a race, no Jew should sit in judgment on 
this case. 

Regardless of how the verdict is reached, if the de- 
fendant is pronounced guilty, the immediate reaction 
on the part of multitudes outside of Jewry will be: 
What could you expect? Tried by the Jews for offenses 
committed against the Jews, naturally the verdict would 
be: “Guilty!” 

But there is another aspect involved and it is a far 
more serious one. This is the method utilized by the 
Jews to gain custody of their prisoner by kidnapping 
him. If this action meets with no concerted protest,

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which seemed as good a time as any for examin-

The Holy Loch 


A coincidence remains a coincidence so long as its 
occurrence remains coincidental. By the same token, 
once the unique element characterizing an event tends 
to repeat itself, then a closer look at what is happening 
is called for. Thus it came about that hardly had the 
tumult and shouting died down over the RB-47 inci- 
dent than a tremendous outcry arose over the selection 
by the British Government of “Holy Loch,” near Glas- 
gow, as a base for Polaris missiles. The mind of official- 
dom has never been noted for the gift of imagination 
and when there existed hundreds of lochs to choose 
from, the choice of this one from all the rest certainly 
showed a disregard for the sensitivity of local public 
opinion. 

The decision reflected the same type of indifference 
which ordained on a previous occasion that an H-bomb 
should be tested at Christmas Island on Christmas Day. 
Even if it had been true that not one other out of the 
thousands of islands in the Pacific could be found suit- 
able for the test, no amount of argument sufficed to 
confirm official assurances that December 25th was the 
only day suitable for the test. 


Immunity From Retaliation 


It is admitted that the location of this base at Holy 
Loch was not the choice of the British Admiralty, 
which would have preferred it to be at Scapa Flow or 
one of the many other lochs remote from a densely 
populated district. Again, the fact that this “Holy 
Loch” decision has a definite link with the “Holy 
Nose” incident is confirmed not only by official Soviet 
protests but also by the London Times, which, rightly 
or wrongly, affirmed: “To put the matter bluntly, 
British people do not want the submarines to be going 
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from Holy Loch to Holy Cape, the point near which 
the Russians shot down the RB-47.” 

On December 11th a Moscow Radio announcement 
was made warning Britain that she “would not be safe 
from retaliation if a Polaris submarine operating from 
Britain provoked a dangerous incident outside British 
territorial waters.” A subsequent statement issued by 
the Tass agency declared: 


“Mr. Macmillan has said that the Holy Loch submarine 
supply base will not increase the danger to Britain because, 
in the event of possible provocation outside British terri- 
torial waters, Soviet countermeasures should apply only to 
these boats and not to their base in Britain. The British 
Government has given an assurance that the Soviet Union 
would observe the immunity of the base in the event of one 
of the boats provoking a dangerous incident far from the 
base. 

“There might be naive people who thought that a state 
attacked should strike back only at the place in the ocean 
where the submarine was thought to be and not at its sup- 
ply bases. The Soviet Union holds a different view on this 
score. And so did the British Government in past conflicts 
when it struck back, not only against enemy submarines, 
but also against their bases.” 


Moreover, at the first meeting of the Russian Revo- 
lution anniversary celebrations held in Moscow, Mr. 
Khrushchev’s deputy, Kozlov, accused the British Prime 
Minister of “talking peace yet preparing for war at the 
same time with the nuclear submarine base at Holy 
Loch.” 


This Terrible Thing 


Subsequently, in what William Barkley described as 
“a fierce debate,” Mr. Macmillan, when answering 
critics in the House of Commons, declared: 


“Either the deterrent is strong enough to prevent nuclear 
war or we shall all make the world uninhabitable for human 
beings. If this terrible thing is ever to happen to the world, 
then the precise position of this or that base is not going 
to save us.” 


Obviously, the precise position of any particular base 
is not going to save the world from the terrors of nu- 
clear war. None of the critics suggested that it could 
or would. That was not the point of the debate at all. 
The fact, however, that the official attitude remains one 
of utter indifference as to where such a base is sited 
makes the actual choice agreed upon all the more re- 
markable. 

In the present climate of opinion prevailing in high 
quarters, dominated as it is by the philosophy of hu- 
manism and scientific materialism, the question of 
trusting in God does not enter into calculations since 
the idea of Divinity is regarded as being a mere ab- 
straction. For the majority of those still immersed in 
the mass-mind consciousness of popular opinion, to 
trust in God is considered to be a very risky proposi- 
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tion and something to be ventured upon only as a last 
resort when all else fails. 


The truth is that to trust in the might of armaments 
alone without trusting in God is only one degree less 
futile than the absolute futility exhibited by nuclear 
disarmament campaigners who trust neither in the one 
nor in the other. In the present wicked world we need 
to “trust in God and keep our powder dry.” 


Meanwhile, out of the clash of contrary convictions 
a psychological crisis is being produced, destined to 
reach its climax as the hour of Divine intervention 
draws near. As a nation and people, sooner or later, 
we shall have to face the challenge implicit in the 
truth of Psalm 33: 16: “There its no king saved by the 
multitude of an host; a mighty man is not delivered 
by much strength. An horse is a vain thing for safety; 
neither shall he deliver any by his great strength.” 
The corollary to this challenge is found in Psalm 20: 7, 
where it is written: “Some trust in chariots and some 
in horses: but we will remember the name of the Lord 
our God.” 


The Holy Name 


The words which follow are a promise made orig- 
inally to the fathers of our race. It is a promise which 
needs to be remembered again today: “The Lord shall 
establish thee an holy people unto Himself, as He hath 
sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep the commandments 
of the Lord thy God, and walk in His ways. And all 
the people of the earth shall see that thou art called 
by the name of the Lord; and they shall be afraid of 
thee.” (Deut. 28: 9-10.) 


True, there was a big “if” in this original promise. 
But the “if” and “but” clauses of the old covenant 
have been superseded today by the more dictatorial 
“I will” and “They shall” clauses of the new and better 
covenant. Then as now our effectiveness as an instru- 
ment for the Divine purpose is contingent upon keep- 
ing the commandments. But our salvation as a race 
has never depended upon the fulfillment of this condi- 
tion. Then as now our national survival depends not 
on keeping commandments but upon the fact of na- 
tional redemption. As it is written in the Song of 
Moses: “Thou in Thy mercy hast led forth the people 
which Thou hast redeemed: Thou hast guided them in 
Thy strength unto Thy holy habitation.” (Ex. 15: 13.) 


eA Redeemed People 


The Israel people were a nationally redeemed peo- 
ple at the time of the Exodus and they are a redeemed 
people today. For Christ is the Lamb of God slain be- 
fore the foundation of the world. The sacrifice at Cal- 
vary ratified on earth in point of space and time that 
which had been done already in the aeons before the 
world was formed. Well might Moses exclaim ecstati- 
cally: “Who is like unto Thee, O Lord, among the gods 
[the mighty ones]? Who is like Thee, glorious in holl- 
ness, fearful in praises, doing wonders?” (Ex. 15: 11.) 


Christ died and rose again, not only as Saviour of 
the world, but also as the Redeemer of His people. 
And it is by virtue of this fact of national redemption 
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— and not by virtue of their own righteousness — that 
they are a people in covenant relationship with God. 
Because we are a nationally redeemed people, God can 
use us as a people in spite of our imperfections. 
Moreover, when God sprinkles clean water upon us, 
we shall be made clean. The time is coming when we 
shall become a holy people in very deed instead of in 
name only. What a transformation there would be in 
the national life if only we could arouse ourselves col- 
lectively to go forward in the power of the Holy Name. 
Once more, as in the days of old, fear and dread would 
fall upon our enemies and, feeling petrified with fear, 
they would become “as still as a stone” (Ex. 15: 16). 


eA Divine Dynamis 


There is much talk these days about “the scattering 
of the power of the holy people” (Dan. 12: 7) and some 
students tend to interpret this purely in terms of a 
“breaking-in-pieces” process bringing about the disinte- 
gration or dissolution of imperial power. Inasmuch as 
this breaking-up process may be seen as part of our 
national displacement from material power to spiritual 
power, there is justification for this viewpoint. In ac- 
tual fact, however, the phenomenon at work is some- 
thing far greater than a mere process of dissolution of 
material might, for there is a Divine dynamis behind it. 

On looking more closely we see that there are signs 
of germination in the midst of decay, so that what is 
taking place is something infinitely greater than the 
disintegration of outward forms. The dispersion of that 
which is old heralds the in-breaking of Divine power 
which is ever new. 

In our article on this theme of “the scattering of the 
power” we showed that an alternative rendering of the 
word naphat, translated “scatter,” is overshadow. This 
article also drew the attention of students to the par- 
allel which exists between this breaking-in-pieces pro- 
cess and the symbolism of “Thé Last Supper,” in which 
bread is first blessed, then broken in pieces in order 
that it may be distributed. 


Michael Stands Up 


In order to understand more fully the meaning of 
this process, we need to ask the question: “What is the 
object of this operation?” The object of the operation 
is that the power of the holy people may become one 
with the holy power of the Holy One who is the Re- 
deemer of His people. 

Who is in charge of this operation? Daniel shows 
that Michael the Archangel — Prince of the Holy 
People — takes charge at the time when, as prophesied, 
he stands up. We may now look forward to many more 
signs and portents confirming that this time of Divine 
deliverance has not only come but has begun. 
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THE BIBLE AS LITERATURE

problems are too much with us, and that our ab- 

sorption in one disturbing phase, important 
though it may be, can be the means of blinding us to 
other subjects of equal importance. It is difficult for 
scribes — especially if they write frequently for the 
same readers — to avoid falling into a rut which may 
develop unawares a one-track mind. 

The best antidote against this tendency is a complete 
change of pace and subject matter. This is not to say 
that one should relinquish the fight, but rather that he 
should refresh his spirit by studying other phases of the 
Scriptures which have been neglected because they may 
seem less important. We are mindful of Paul’s charge 
to Timothy that we should “war a good warfare.” But 
let us remember also that one must drink often at the 
fountain of inspiration in order to endure the warfare 
against evil. It is for this purpose that we turn now to 
a brief study of The Bible As Literature. 

In order to appraise the Bible as literature it seems 
wise to study the subject from the viewpoint of one 
who is recognized as an authority in that field. Such a 
man was the English playwright, critic and poet, John 
Drinkwater, who was born in 1882 and died in 1937. 
Much of this study will consist of excerpts from an 
excellent work which he edited under the comprehen- 
sive title, The Outline of Literature. The Introduction 
to this work begins with these words: 

“A great artist once said that for him at the heart 
of the religious idea was a sense of continuity, that, 
indeed, this sense amounted to religion. I was standing 
with him at the time looking over an English land- 
scape, and on the hillside opposite to us was an old 
track which generations ago had been used by ponies 
to carry up the daily supply of bread to the little village 
on the hilltop. The years have changed all that. Mod- 
ern methods of transport have superseded the ponies, 
but the track on the hillside can still be seen, a re- 
minder of the unbroken continuity of life through the 
centuries.” 


In Drinkwater’s time the teachings of the Bible were 
being dissected by the so-called “higher critics.” It is 
not surprising, therefore, that some of his interpreta- 
tions of Scripture reflect the opinions of that skeptical 
era, for his field was literature and not theology. How- 
ever, no critical view of the Bible dimmed his apprecia- 
tion of its value as the world’s greatest literature, as 
we shall see later. His evaluation of the Bible’s literary 
superiority is not only sound but inspiring. His method 
can serve the present generation well as a guide in 
plumbing the depth and the height of the sacred Word. 

For this study we turn now to the fourth chapter of 
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the Outline, written by Drinkwater himself on the 
theme, “The English Bible as Literature.” He begins 
by saying, “Some considerations of the Bible as liter- 
ature may well be added to Canon Barnes’s scholarly 
description of its history” (ch. 3). Then he continues 
in the next two paragraphs as follows: 


“There are people who demur to the study of the 
Bible as literature on the ground that the Word of God 
should be spared this kind of examination. Although 
it is difficult to take the contention seriously, it is neces- 
sary to answer it. The best reason for studying the 
Bible as literature is that it is literature. The books of 
the Bible have every characteristic of literature, and in 
the course of time they have been subject to all the 
adventures and misadventures which beset literary 
documents. 


“To consider the Bible as literature is not to neglect, 
much less to deny, its sacred character. Indeed, those 
who still accept the doctrine of literal inspiration 
should be the first to perceive that the Divine method 
of expression would be itself divine, and that it would 
consist in using the most beautiful and moving lan- 
guage known to the men to whom it was delivered. If 
that be so, then the study of the beauty of the Bible 
as literature is more than relevant to the general study 
of the Bible as the Word of God.” 

By way of illustration the author cites a method 
which was used by Sir Arthur Quiller Couch, when lec- 
turing at Cambridge on “Reading the Bible.” He 
would set before his students a few great sentences 
like these: | 


“Thine eyes shall see the King in his beauty: they shall 
behold the land that is very far off.” 

“And a man shall be as an hiding place from the wind, 
and a covert from the tempest; as rivers of water in a dry 
place and as the shadow of a great rock in a weary land.” 


Then he would comment like this: “When a nation 
has achieved this manner of diction, these rhythms for 
its dearest beliefs, a literature is surely established. 
. .. The Authorized Version set a seal on our national 
style. It has cadences homely and sublime, yet so har- 
monizes them that the voice is always one. Simple men 
— holy men of heart like Izaak Walton and Bunyan — 
have their lips touched and speak to the homelier 
tune.” 

Bunyan derived his thought and his style from the 
English Bible, says Mr. Drinkwater. “And Bunyan’s 
Grace Abounding and his Pilgrim’s Progress lead us 
back to this well of homely religion and English unde- 
filed. Bunyan knew the Authorized Version of the 
English Bible as perhaps no other man has known it. 
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Its language became his breath. In passage after pas- 
sage of The Pilgrim’s Progress we seem to be reading 
the Bible through the medium of his own words. .. . 
The language of the Bible shaped the speech of Eng- 
land, and Bunyan learned to use that language better 
than anyone else. In The Pilgrim’s Progress the com- 
mon people found no word or sentence they did not 
understand.” 

Now the Cambridge Professor of English Literature 
speaks to us again, saying: “Proud men, scholars — 
Milton, Sir Thomas Browne — practice the rolling 
Latin sentence, but upon the rhythms of the Bible 
they, too, fall back. . .. The precise man Addison can- 
not excel one parable in brevity or in heavenly clarity. 
. . . The Bible controls its enemy Gibbon as surely as 
it haunts the curious music of a light sentence of 
Thackeray's. It is in everything we see, hear, feel, be- 
cause it is in us, in our blood.” 

Coleridge said that Bible study “will keep any man 
from being vulgar in point of style.” Ruskin’s style 
was profoundly influenced by the Bible; “it is in- 
grained,” his biographer says, “in the texture of almost 
every piece from his pen.” 

Macaulay praises the Bible as “a book which, if 
everything else in our language should perish, would 
alone suffice to show the whole extent of its beauty 
and power.” Milton paid tribute in these words of 
faith: “There are no songs comparable to the songs 
of Zion, no orations equal to those of the prophets.” 
Landor wrote this commendation to a friend: “I am 
heartily glad to witness your veneration for a book 
which, to say nothing of its holiness or authority, con- 
tains more specimens of genius and taste than any 
other volume in existence.” 

It is said that Hobbes had the literary study of the 
Bible in mind when he wrote this discerning and im- 
portant statement in his “Leviathan”: “It is not the 
bare words but the scope of the writer that giveth the 
true light by which any writing is to be interpreted; 
and they that insist upon single texts, without con- 
sidering the main design, can derive nothing from 
them clearly; but rather by casting atoms of Scripture 
as dust before men’s eyes, make everything more ob- 
scure than it is.” 

An interesting feature of Drinkwater’s article is his 
demonstration of the poetic form in certain portions of 
the Bible. He shows how the meaning and beauty of 
some passages can be enhanced merely by arranging 
them in poetic form. He illustrates this with verses 
from the first chapter of Hebrews. 

From the Authorized Version, 1611: 

7. And of the angels he saith, Who maketh his angels 
spirits, and his ministers a flame of fire. 

8. But unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, O God, is for 
ever and ever: a sceptre of righteousness is a sceptre of thy 
kingdom. 

9. Thou hast loved righteousness, and hated iniquity; 
therefore God, even thy God, hath anointed thee with the 
oil of gladness above thy fellows. 


From the Revised Version, 1881: 


7. And of the angels he saith, 
Who maketh his angels winds, 
And his ministers a flame of fire: 
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8. but of the Son he. saith, 
Thy throne, O God, is for ever and ever; 
And the sceptre of uprightness is the sceptre of thy 
kingdom. 
Thou hast loved righteousness, and hated iniquity; 
Therefore God, thy God, hath anointed thee 
With the oil of gladness above thy fellows. 


“In the last version the passage is printed, as it ought 
to be, as poetry,” declares poet Drinkwater. “In our 
Authorized Version, prose is cut up into ‘verses’ (an 
arrangement unknown until the Genevan translators 
adopted it), but all the sweet or magnificent outbursts 
of poetry are printed as prose. For these reasons Pro- 
fessor Moulton declares roundly in his invaluable work, 
The Literary Study of the Bible, that the Bible is the 
worst printed book in the world. ‘The eye is not allowed 
to help the mind in recognizing its literary structure. 
It is as though we printed the poems of Shelley and 
Wordsworth as prose. Thus even the full beauty of the 
last words of the Sermon on the Mount is veiled by the 
form given to them. Yet these words are a perfect ex- 
ample of that Hebrew poetry into which the prose of 
the Bible suddenly breaks when the feeling is exalted 
or the imagination touched.” 


We quote now the closing lines of the Sermon on 
the Mount as they appear in the Revised Version of 
1881: 


Everyone therefore which heareth these words of mine, 
and doeth them, 
shall be likened unto a Wise Man, 
which built his house upon the Rock: 
And the rain descended, 
and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, 
and beat upon that house; 
and it fell not; 
for it was founded upon the Rock. 


And everyone that heareth these words of mine, 
and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a Foolish Man, 
which built his house upon the Sand: 
And the rain descended, 
and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, 
and smote upon that house; 
and it fell: 
and great was the fall thereof! 


Here we have a beautiful poem in the free verse 
often used by Biblical authors. Note its parallelism of 
thought and expression — “a sort of magnified allitera- 
tion’ — which is a distinctive mark of all Hebrew 
poetry, of its proverbial literature, and much of its nar- 
rative. Professor Moulton describes its movement thus 
— “Like the swing of a pendulum to and fro, like the 
tramp of an army marching in step, the versification of 
the Bible moves with a rhythm of parallel lines.” 

This principle of repetition is so predominant in the 
Bible that it simplifies the problem of translation. Be- 
cause of this, said Matthew Arnold, Hebrew poetry 
“can be preserved and rendered in a foreign language 
as the effect of other great poetry cannot.” It is pointed 
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tions arising from the Rhodesian crisis have 

caused a deep split in the Conservative Party. 
This may be far deeper than was at first thought. In 
these circumstances, we feel that subscribers should 
read for themselves the point of view of those who sup- 
port Lord Salisbury. ‘This split could eventually change 
the pattern of British politics. Lord Salisbury’s revolt 
against the current cynicism of English politics may or 
may not be the last event before a great storm. No one 
can say. But we should watch. 

What he has said about Northern Rhodesia is only 
one thing. He has also said that for some considerable 
time he has been worried about the general trend of 
British foreign and colonial policy. So, too, has a ma- 
jority of the British public. Lord Salisbury is probably 
as much worried about Makarios and Kenyatta as 
about anything else. Makarios was the organizer, insti- 
gator and inspiration of a terrorist uprising costing the 
lives of British soldiers, which the government of the 
day asked the soldiers to spend their lives in stopping. 

Makarios turns up in London the honored guest of 
the very same government (party-wise) which said that 
he was a mass murderer and terrorist. Can you wonder 
that Britain is sick of politics and politicians? Is it sur- 
prising that Lord Salisbury can take it no longer? But 
all that is a mere nothing. Quite clearly, Kenyatta is on 
the way to London and dinner at Chequers — followed 
no doubt by greater honors than that. Short of a major 
revolt by the British public, that is what is shortly to 
happen. Kenyatta — incredible; beyond belief; no 
Englishman of any other generation would have be- 
lieved it possible. But we already have books explain- 
ing that, after all . . . etc., etc. Slowly, slowly, he is 
moving towards acceptance. 

And what about this man? Is a Conservative govern- 
ment really ready to receive Kenyatta — instigator, 
organizer and inspirer of Mau Mau? What was Mau 
Mau? It was the most satanic thing ever known for two 
thousand years at least. 

Is it the proposal of a British Conservative govern- 
ment headed by churchmen; headed by Macmillan and 
Butler; with Hailsham and other English gentlemen 
— Lord Home, for example, a man of great honor; is 
it really possible that for the sake of the plaudits of 
The Daily Mirror, of popularity with the extreme left 
wing (which, in fact, has no substantial following at 
all) or from sheer exhaustion, a Conservative govern- 
ment is going to advise the Queen to receive Kenyatta 
as a Commonwealth Prime Minister? Have we really 
come to this? Is that the point we have now reached? 
Lord Salisbury fears that it is. Many of us fear that 
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it is. Incredible, ghastly, unspeakable though this is, 
it is on the cards. If we do this, God help everyone. 

With this in mind, how can we expect the South 
African government to listen to our lectures on moral- 
ity? If England does this, then it will be the worst 
thing she has ever so much as contemplated. It would 
be a vile act of cynical abandon without one single 
argument in its favor. 

These are grim matters. Superimposed on a growing 
tendency to cover up financial frauds in the business 
world (well known to have been committed); superim- 
posed upon a slow movement towards surrender over 
Berlin; and following the great sell-out at Suez — 
against the grass-roots convictions of England — we 
are slithering towards a moral catastrophe. Let the 
Conservative Party and the government be warned. 
Kenyatta will spell the beginning of the end of an 
epoch. Let this act be done and the price that will be 
paid will exceed any calculation the government has 
considered. Nothing — repeat nothing — could be 
more dreadful, and the government must be made 
aware, and at once, of the feelings of the British public. 

The New Daily (London) is thinking of publishing 
the Mau Mau oaths and ceremonies in full. This has 
never been done before except on a drastically re- 
stricted distribution. To publish these appallingly ob- 
scene and sadistic rituals would be a courageous act. 
We think it should be done. 

Although the Soviet claim to be ahead of the West 
in the development of rockets and missiles may be 
exaggerated, there is no doubt that the Communist 
bloc is superior in the quantity of military manpower 
and non-nuclear arms, without including the Chinese 
People’s Liberation Army. The Communist Army in 
Europe is drawn from the East European satellites, 
which are, on the whole, efficient and well-equipped. 
The total strength of the armed forces of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria and East 
Germany is about 850,000, not including frontier 
guards and internal security troops, which number 
about 300,000. 

In addition to the armies, there are the East Euro- 
pean air forces, which provide a valuable fighting unit. 
Poland and Czechoslovakia each have about 1,000 jet 
fighters, which are similar to the Soviet MIG series. 
These aircraft are made in both those countries and 
also the Klimov turbo-jets powering them. An East 
German Air Force is being developed and its pilots are 
being trained in Russia and Czechoslovakia. The other 
East European air forces are of little value. In the 
Baltic, the Polish and East German Navies have a few 
destroyers, frigates, coastal submarines and small craft. 
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And in the Black Sea there are some obsolete Ru- 
manian and Bulgarian vessels. 

Apart from the actual armed forces themselves, the 
mass associations for cooperation with the armed forces 
organize pre-military training carried out in schools, 
offices and factories. Most university students of both 
sexes have to undergo compulsory pre-military train- 
ing. Moreover, civilians are trained in civil defense, 
first aid, arms drill and parachute jumping, with par- 
ticular attention to anti-nuclear techniques. A number 
of factory militias are armed with small arms to pro- 
tect the State industries against saboteurs and internal 
enemies. These are a powerful auxiliary reserve for the 
Communist Party, although they have little military 
value. In fact, there are few able-bodied men and 
women within the Communist bloc who cannot handle 
arms. 

In addition to the actual fighting value of the East 
European armed forces, they provide the Soviet Union 
with bargaining power in negotiations about disarma- 
ment or the reduction of armed forces. Any reduction 
in the East European armies would make hardly any 
difference to the strength of the Soviet Union’s defense 
system, as these are not the basis of the Soviet military 
position. Moreover, the geographical positions of the 
East European countries are of great military value to 
the Soviet Union, because they provide forward bases 
for both rockets and conventional troops. 

Not only did King Hassan inherit a difficult task, but 
it was feared in some quarters that he would go even 
further than his father did in flirting with Moscow. 
It is no easy task to succeed a man who was widely 
respected in Morocco as a hero of national indepen- 
dence and who showed considerable political acumen. 

It seems, so far, that fears about the new King’s 
policy have been unjustified. In domestic affairs, the 
King has two powerful assets — the loyalty of the 
armed forces and the support of the Berber tribesmen 
who dominate the bled and form the militant elements 
in the nation. The King has announced that he will 
continue in his father’s footsteps, but at the same time 
he has emphasized the link between the Crown and 
the armed forces and has avoided saying anything of 
significance about the political parties. Indeed, he has 
almost ignored them. 

The new King’s references to France have been 
friendly and he has shown no sign of setting the course 
of foreign policy towards Moscow. Rather, he is al- 
ready working for a rapprochement with the Western 
Powers. It is also to be noted that relationships between 
Cairo and Rabat have already cooled off since the 
King’s accession, and that conversations between the 
King and Habib Bourguiba, President of ‘Tunisia, have 
already laid the groundwork of a possible Tunis-Rabat 
axis. 

King Hassan is a more practical politician than his 
father and therefore does not judge the Algerian situa- 
tion on sentimental grounds. He is, in fact, convinced 
that if the Algerian war is fought out to its bitter end, 
the final catastrophe would engulf both the Moroccan 
monarchy and the present regime in Tunisia. He is 
convinced that Communism would triumph and that 
the Algerian government-in-exile would gradually slip 
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into the hands of Peking. The King is therefore deter- 
mined, together with Bourguiba, to work for a nego- 
tiated peace in Algeria. He also visualizes a larger 
Maghreb Federation associated in some form with 
France. 

It is now possible to form a clear picture of the real 
meaning of the Royal coup in Kathmandu, by which 
the King removed his Prime Minister from office and 
had him and some of his colleagues arrested. 

Mutual distrust between the King and his Prime 
Minister had already begun in the spring of 1960, after 
Mr. Koirala’s trip to China. The King had reason to 
believe that Koirala had not reported fully to him 
about his conversations in Peking, and that he was 
maintaining contacts with the Peking government be- 
hind the King’s back. The King also learned that a 
fairly well-known Communist, Manmohan Adhikari, 
was acting as a confidential go-between between mem- 
bers of the Nepalese Cabinet and the Peking govern- 
ment. As long ago as July, evidence became available 
which suggested that Koirala was toying with the idea 
of deposing the King. 

Prime Minister U Nu is thinking of retirement. He 
has told some of his friends that he will not fight an- 
other election campaign. Although the next elections 
are not due until 1964, the question of the succession 
is now open. U Nu is increasingly dissatisfied with 
political life, is becoming something of a mystic and 
wants to retire to a Buddhist monastery and become 
a monk. It is difficult to see anyone of sufficient stature 
to fill U Nu’s place, except General Ne Win. The Gen- 
eral, however, says that he will not return to politics; 
but the possibility of his doing so cannot be excluded. 

The Peking government is trying to erase past sus- 
picions and to create an atmosphere of good will which 
would open the way for Communist nominees after 
U Nu’s retirement. This is a long-term plan which 
should be watched with care. 

China and Burma have also agreed together to deal 
with the remnants of Chinese Nationalist forces which 
have been living for years in the jungles of the frontier 
area. These Kuomintang forces at one time numbered 
about twelve thousand, but only a few thousand are 
now left. Many have settled down as farmers and mar- 
ried Burmese women. With the help of air contact 
with Formosa, however, there are still some active mili- 
tary forces. The situation would, eventually, have re- 
solved itself, but, by agreement with Peking, Burmese 
forces have been sent to the area, where they have co- 
operated with Chinese Communist forces. Some Bur- 
mese leaders, especially military leaders, have serious 
doubts about the sincerity of Peking’s peaceful co- 
existence line, but for the time being, in view of 
Chinese pressures all over Southeast Asia, the Rangoon 
government feels that it has no choice but to accept 
Peking’s policy at its face value.

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Timing Essential to Understanding 











Dw THE ANGEL misinform Daniel when he expressed 
the intention to reveal a Divine timetable of events to 
this prophet? Was this man of God being deceived 
when he was told that “the wise shall understand”? 
Turning to the New Testament, was Paul mistaken 
when he specifically indicated that certain ones were 
not in darkness so that the Day of the Lord would 
overtake them as a thief? Daniel was informed that 
understanding would be given only to the wise (Dan. 
12: 10) and Paul’s words (I Thess. 5: 1-5) denote that, 
apart from the relatively few spirit-filled men and 
women, the great majority would be surprised by the 
coming of the Day of the Lord in the same way that 
a thief comes, unheralded and unannounced, to startle 
his prey in the night. If no one is to have information 
regarding a Divine timetable, there could be no such 
distinction as the Angel and Paul declared there would 
be between a selected few and the remaining worldly 
ones, for the timing is the essential factor insofar as 
knowing and understanding when coming happenings 
are to take place. 

The Scriptures are very clear that there is a Divine 
timetable and that the wise, those who are alert and 
watchful, will possess sufficient information so that they 
will be set apart from the overwhelming majority who 
will be completely unaware of the timing of events 
and the approach of that Great Day to which Paul re- 
ferred. 


In his generation Noah knew the Divine timetable 
and, 120 years before the Deluge occurred, he was in 
possession of information that marked the very year of 
the coming of that great disaster. It was not only ad- 
visable for Noah to know; it was imperative, for only 
by knowing specifically when the world would be over- 
whelmed by catastrophe could he make the kind of 
preparations which were necessary. 

Jeremiah the Prophet knew the Divine timetable 
that marked the length of the Babylonian captivity of 
the southern kingdom of Judah. The Prophet Daniel, 
in studying the writings of Jeremiah, informs us: 

“I Daniel understood by books the number of the years, 
whereof the word of the Lord came to Jeremiah the prophet, 
that he would accomplish seventy years in the desolations of 
Jerusalem.” (Dan. 9: 2.) 


The Divine timetable that had been made plain to 
Jeremiah was also understood by Daniel. He did not 
despise the information gained by searching Jeremiah’s 
records but earnestly prayed for further enlightenment. 
The result was that the Angel Gabriel came to Daniel 
to give him skill and understanding regarding the ap- 
pointed time when the Messiah would come. This re- 
markable timing, revealed to Daniel in the 9th chapter 
of his book, beginning with the 24th verse, was abso- 
lutely confirmed by the coming of Jesus Christ, by His 
ministry, by His death and by His resurrection. 
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There were those who were looking for the coming 
of the Messiah because they were familiar with this 
remarkable revelation given to Daniel. Luke informs 
us that Simeon, a just and devout man, knew he would 
not see death before he saw the Lord’s Christ. Anna, a 
prophetess, serving the Lord with fastings and prayer, 
was also aware and bore witness to the truth of Simeon’s 
testimony regarding the Son who had been born to 
Mary. 

The last book of the Bible is a Divine revelation of 
the remarkable timing of events throughout the Chris- 
tian Dispensation, culminating in the passing of the 
present order and the ushering in of the new age to 
follow. This is a vitally important part of the Scrip- 
tures which is woefully neglected by church leaders and 
by multitudes of Christians. If what is given to us in 
this Revelation of Jesus Christ, as recorded by the 
Apostle John, were studied as carefully as Daniel 
examined the writings of Jeremiah, the result would 
be a thorough understanding of the meaning of the 
times and seasons in which we live, as well as the tim- 
ing of coming events. 

Nevertheless, there are those who persist in the no- 
tion that a knowledge of Biblical chronology is of no 
value to Christians. The following news report of state- 
ments made by Evangelist Billy Graham in the Jack- 
sonville Coliseum, Florida, goes even further and indi- 
cates the blindness on the part of Christian leaders 
today in regard to the progressively unfolding revela- 
tion that the Lord is bringing to the attention of the 
watchers as the zero hour of the age draws near: 


“ ‘Date-setters’ for the end of the world are operating 
without Biblical sanction, says Evangelist Billy Graham. 

“Mr. Graham told an audience of 16,500 yesterday that 
‘the end of the world will come — as the Bible says — with- 
out warning and “like a thief in the night.”’ 

“He counselled, ‘You must be packed and ready to go’ 
without any timetable for guidance.” 


In the first place, Billy Graham is completely out of 
step with Scriptural facts when he infers, as this news- 
paper report states, that the Bible predicts the end of 
the world. It predicts no such thing, but it does state 
that the present cosmos, that is, “world order” or “age,” 
will end. 

Furthermore, nowhere in the Bible is a statement 
made that “the end of the world is coming like a thief 
in the night.” Careless misquotations from the Scrip- 
tures by those who purport to stress “what the Bible 
says” are inexcusable. The Apostle Paul states: 


“But of the times and the seasons, brethren, ye have no 
need that I write unto you. For yourselves know perfectly that 
the day of the Lord so cometh as a thief in the night. For 
when they shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them, as travail upon a woman with child; and 
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they shall not escape. But ye, brethren, are not in darkness, 
that that day should overtake you as a thief. Ye are all the 
children of light, and the children of the day: we are not 
of the night, nor of darkness.” (I Thess. 5: 1-5.) 


What Paul said was that the coming of the Day of 
the Lord will be without prior warning and elsewhere 
we are informed that the sudden appearing of the Sign 
of the Son of man in heaven will announce His pres- 
ence, the unheralded aspect of this being “like a thief.” 
This is not the end of the world, for the Bible declares 
that the earth endureth forever. 

Those who insist that there is no Divine timetable, 
and that it is impossible to possess knowledge concern- 
ing the timing of events, must speak for themselves 
alone, for to that extent they are publicly announcing 
they are not numbered among the wise who, the Angel 
informed Daniel, would understand. Moreover, they 
are disqualifying themselves from association with the 
small group whom Paul stated would have the neces- 
sary information so that the Day of the Lord would 
not overtake them “as a thief.” Instead, they declare 
themselves to be “in darkness” and “of the night.” 

If, as Billy Graham asserts, “date-setters,” as he calls 
them, are “operating without Biblical sanction,” what 
of the instructions already referred to in the counsel 
the Angel gave to Daniel regarding events to come? 
What of the admonition to Daniel, and those who study 
the writings of Daniel, in regard to the timing of the 
Abomination That Maketh Desolate, to number the 
days, at the end of one of which those who have waited 
will be blessed? Let us quote: 


“And from the time that the daily sacrifice shall be taken 
away, and the abomination that maketh desolate set up, 
there shall be a thousand two hundred and ninety days. 
Blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand three 
hundred and five and thirty days.” (Dan. 12: 11-12.) 


Having located the initial dates from which to count, 
are we, according to Graham, violating Scriptural in- 


junctions if we point out the terminal dates as in- 
structed by the Angel? Was the Angel at fault in giving 
us information we could use in this way? If one follows 
the Angel’s instructions, he is definitely dealing with 
chronological time periods. 


The trouble with evangelists and theologians today 
is that, having for so many years followed the futurist 
school of prophetic interpretation, which has proved 
to be so wrong again and again, they are now fearful 
of any connection with Biblical timing just at the time 
when they should become alert and watchful as event 
signs signal the accuracy of the Divine timetable. Be- 
cause they are not numbered among the wise who will 
understand, they seem to assume no one else can pos- 
sibly possess information they do not have, even though 
the Angel told Daniel there would be those who would 
most assuredly possess such prior knowledge. 


Of one thing we can be certain: those who repudiate 
all knowledge of a Divine timetable may not include 
themselves among those of whom Amos was speaking 
when he said: 


“Surely the Lord God will do nothing, but he revealeth 
his secret unto his servants the prophets.” (Amos 3: 7.) 


The greatest of all secrets is involved in the revela- 
tion of the “mystery of God” which, we are told, will be 
finished when the Seventh Angel, that is, the Angel of 
the Third Woe, is about to sound (Rev. 10: 7). 


In every generation God has His watchmen who wit- 
ness as to timing. Noah was the only one in his time, 
the prophets stood out in their day as possessing such 
knowledge and today the Lord is releasing marvelous 
information to the alert and watchful in regard to the 
Divine timetable as event signs confirm its accuracy. 
This is enabling the watchmen, as a complement to the 
prophets’ assertion, “Thus saith the Lord,” to pro- 
claim, “This is that spoken of by the prophets.”

out that the effect of Homer, of Virgil, or of Dante 
cannot be successfully translated because the literary 
architecture of these poets has to be pulled to pieces 
and cannot be rebuilt to alien music. 

“Isaiah's, on the other hand, is a poetry, as is well 
known, of parallelism; it depends not on metre and 
rhyme, but on a balance of thought, conveyed by a 
corresponding balance of sentence; and the effect of 
this can be transferred to another language.” 

Observe how this principle is illustrated by Dr. James 
Moffatt’s translation of Isaiah 60: 1-3: 


Arise, be glad, your light is dawning, 

the Eternal’s splendour rises upon you. 
Though darkness covers all the earth, 

and a black cloud shrouds the nations, 
yet the Eternal shines out upon you, 

his splendour on you gleams, 
till nations gather to your light 

and kings to your bright beams. 


The foregoing statements are not meant to disparage 
any portion of the Authorized Version. In fact, they do 
not apply to the text of the Scriptures, but serve rather 
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to show that the depth and glory of certain passages 
are revealed more clearly by the poetic form of expres- 
sion. The supreme literary excellence of the Authorized 
Version has made it the greatest of English classics. 
“Owing to the superb beauty of its language, the Bible 
has an importance in our literature which is unparal- 
leled elsewhere.”

and Pyramid Students” cannot be allowed to 
pass unchallenged. The preamble to this article an- 
nouncing that five leading authorities in Britain and 
America agree that the Bible and Assyrian records 
(Eponym King Lists) are in perfect harmony and that 
no gap of 39-40 years as alleged exists between the 
Assyrian kings, Adad-Nirari III and Shalmanaser IV, is 
excellent. news; for once again the reliability of the 
Holy Scriptures is established, and we can well under- 
stand the President of the British Israel World Federa- 
tion being elated by the fact. 

However, the inference drawn that, as a result of 
this altered dating, the whole system of Great Pyramid 
chronology collapses is too ridiculous for words. The 
Great Pyramid’s chronological system, as elucidated by 
the late David Davidson, is based on astronomical 
data, not on history. Anyone carefully studying his 
The Great Pyramid: Its Divine Message at once be- 
comes aware of the fact. “Astronomical cycles are the 
only possible means of affording a reliable datum,” 
says he. And the datum for its inch-year and inch- 
month scales is January 25 (midnight), 1844, and no 
other. How did he arrive at this particular date? 

In Davidson’s major work, referred to above, three 
values of astronomical importance are shown to be the 
basis of recurring Great Pyramid measurements, viz., 
the Solar Year, the Precession of the Equinoxes and 
Displacement (a constant of year-circle geometry). 

Davidson was primarily concerned with the Archi- 
tect’s intentional design of the Great Pyramid, which 
revealed its base circuit as measuring the exact number 
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of days, to a fraction, in one hundred solar years, viz., 
36,524.2 P’,* its height, complete with Apex, equalling 
the radius of a circle of that circumference. 

A simple calculation shows the sum of the two di- 
agonals of its base to be 25,826 P’”’. As the solar year is 
known to a fraction of a second, this value likewise can 
be expressed in terms of six or more places of decimals, 
viz., 25,826.542378, which, as a period of years, David- 
son maintained, represents the Great Pyramid’s period 
of reference for the Precessional circuit, 1.e., the wobble, 
like that of a spinning top, described by the earth’s 
axis. 

The solar year never varies; its duration is known 
precisely. The Precessional cycle, on the other hand, 
varies from year to year, even from day to day; so that, 
as Davidson was quick to observe, this value defined 
by the Great Pyramid’s base, represents the rate of Pre- 
cession on a particular day in world history, and for no 
other day within a range of 25 to 30,000 years before, 
or after. 

Taking the basal data and formula for calculating 
Precessional values determined by Simon Newcombe, 
now universally adopted by astronomers, David David- 
son found the foot of the Great Step to be dated Janu- 
ary 25th, 1844. 

But how had he arrived at this? We confess we were 
greatly puzzled and dubious, and several years ago we 
went to Mr. Davidson and asked him to explain. In 
effect, this was what he said. It was while writing his 
book, The Great Pyramid: Its Divine Message, we 
imagine in 1923, that, in order to be free from distrac- 
tions, he went right away to a quiet spot and while 
there the answer came to this vital problem. He had 
felt all along the solution must be looked for in the 
Great Pyramid itself, and that in some way the datum 
would be found associated with the Great Step. His 
reasons for doing so are stated in his book, pages 201 
and 208, under section 231, headed, ““The Pyramid’s 
Epoch of Reference for Astronomical Values.” 

One thing that impressed him was the fact that the 
vertical face of the Great Step was exactly the Displace- 
ment value, 286.1022 P” from the Central Axis of the 
Great Pyramid which, at its base, intersects its rate of 
Precession; furthermore, at the Great Step epoch, the 
circuit of the Great Pyramid measures its rate of Pre- 
cession, viz., 25,826.54 P”’. 

The Displacement factor, he knew full well, had an 
important value at all levels in the Great Pyramid. 
He describes it as “the key to the demonstration of the 
Great Pyramid’s science and prophetic purpose.” It 
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occurs, most significantly, in no less than seven differ- 
ent prophetic connections. Would it prove the “key” 
for unlocking its prophetic chronological system? 

The discovery seems to have come to him almost in 
a flash. The angle of slope of the Great Pyramid’s 
Ascending Passage, which appeared to have a chrono- 
logical aspect on the scale of an inch for a year, is de- 
termined by a right-angled triangle, the hypotenuse of 
which measures one-quarter of the Great Pyramid’s 
rate of Precession, 6456.636 P’’, while the vertical meas- 
ures ten times Displacement, 2861 P”. A Belgian astron- 
omer, Charles Lagrange, had discovered and apprised 
Professor Piazzi Smyth of this, as recorded by the latter 
in 1890. On what date in history had Precession stood 
at the rate of 25,826.542378? With Simon Newcombe’s 
formula to work upon, the problem presented no difh- 
culty to Davidson. He found it had done so on a date 
in December 1557. As Precession had been slowing up 
at the rate of .113 of a year, per annum (approx. 41.27 
days per annum) it was possible to fix the day and hour 
in December that year when it had stood at that rate, 
and reckoning forward from thence 286.1022 years gave 
midnight, January 25, 1844, upon which the rate of 
Precession was 25,794.212764. 

But Davidson was not satisfied with this alone. ““The 
Great Pyramid has to demonstrate everything geo- 
metrically before it is accepted,” said he. And by “six 
independent definitions of astronomical chronology,” 
he found “the Great Step as defining an epoch of refer- 
ence at midnight ending January 25, 1844.” 

His calculations, formula and data, showing how he 
arrived at all this, are given in Chapter IV of his book. 

Did he go to the King’s Lists of Egypt or Assyria to 
establish his datum? Nonsense. He found it to be en- 
tirely independent of history; that it was fixed astro- 
nomically and geometrically by the Great Pyramid it- 
self. The chronological system revealed to Davidson 
appears as God’s track upon which history runs. If 
a train does not seem to run to time, the railway line 
is not at fault, but the position of the train upon. it. 

From independent evidence in our possession, we 
find Davidson’s datum, January 25, 1844 (midnight) 
to be correct; and that his forward dates hinging upon 
it are likewise correct. To present this proof will need 
a further article.

then no man who, by word or deed, has offended 
Jewry is safe from seizure by his enemies without due 
process of law and may be compelled to submit to 
transportation to a foreign land for trial. The Com- 
munists could use the Jewish strong-arm methods as 
a precedent to do likewise against any whom they deem 
their foes. Instead of the rule of law and order, chaos 
would follow. 

We reiterate that we offer nothing in defense of 
Eichmann himself, but we are concerned when any 
group, Jews or others, can kidnap a man whom they 
despise and transport him across the sea into the 
midst of a hostile people for trial by judges biased at 
the very. start of the case against the individual under 
duress. 

The Zionist Jews are following an ancient and dan- 
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gerous precedent when they engage in actions which 
hark back to their forefathers who brought about the 
illegal seizing of Jesus in the night-time, while He was 
in the Garden of Gethsemane, and carried Him away 
to be tried by His enemies. He too was convicted before 
the charges had been completely formulated against 
Him and the death sentence was passed upon Him 
before He was brought to trial. 

While there is absolutely no comparison whatever 
between the accusations against our Lord and the 
crimes with which Eichmann is charged, there is gross 
illegality of action in both cases, which again brings 
to the forefront a racial characteristic that condones 
the flaunting of justice to take vengeance. At the out- 
set of the Eichmann case, the prosecution stated there 
can be no forgetting, no forgiveness, no atonement. 

This kind of Jewish attitude has been in evidence 
for many years in the gestapo-like reports gathered by 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith against 
those whom they have numbered as enemies of the 
Jewish race. Once a name has been placed on that list, 
there is no atonement that a person can make, no for- 
giveness and no forgetting on the part of the Jews, 
who continue to stigmatize such individuals at every 
opportunity that comes to hand, even after death in 
some instances. A spirit of vindictiveness, not mercy or 
forgiveness, characterizes the disposition displayed and 
the actions undertaken. 

There is every reason to feel certain the illegal sei- 
zure of Eichmann and the subsequent trial, regardless 
of whether he is found guilty or not, will not redound 
to the credit of the Israeli State. Indeed, one wonders 
if they are flying in the face of the Divine prerogative: 
“Vengeance is mine, I will repay, saith the Lord.” 
Some thoughtful Jews are very much disturbed about 
this whole procedure, feeling it will be to the decided 
detriment of Jewry. Unfortunately, however, they are 
in the minority. 

The defendant, Adolf Eichmann, should pay for his 
crimes, but he should have an impartial trial before 
judges who will judiciously weigh the evidence without 
prejudice; above all, judges not of the race that Eich- 
mann has been charged with deliberately endeavoring 
to exterminate. It would be in the best interests of the 
Israeli State to disqualify itself from proceeding with 
this case under all the circumstances. However, this 
may be too much to expect of those motivated by 
hatred and revenge.

Thereupon Jesus assured her that her 
brother would rise again. Martha replied that she knew 
he would come forth from his grave “in the resurrec- 
tion at the last day” (John 11: 24). Then Jesus said 
to her: 


“I am the resurrection, and the life: he that believeth in 
me, though he were dead, yet shall he live: And whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never die.” (John 11: 25-26.) 


Here Jesus is discussing the resurrection in “the day” 
that Martha had affirmed she believed it would take 
place. Those who had died and were then in their 
graves would hear His voice and, in their order, they 
would come forth in that resurrection. Martha’s belief 
was confirmed, but Jesus went further and stated that 
those among the generation that would be living in 
the last days, who demonstrated their believing faith 
in Jesus at that time, would never die. Jesus asked 
Martha if she believed this. Martha replied: 


“Yea, Lord: I believe that thou art the Christ, the Son of 
God, which should come into the world.” (John 11: 27.) 
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Lazarus eArose 


Following this conversation and the confirmation of 
Martha’s faith in Jesus as the Resurrection and the 
Life, Jesus, with Mary and Martha and a great com- 
pany of those who mourned for Lazarus, went to the 
place where he was buried. When the stone concealing 
the place of burial had been taken away, and after a 
short prayer of thanksgiving to His Father, Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, “Lazarus, come forth!” 


He who had been dead arose and came out of the 
tomb, with the result that many who witnessed it be- 
lieved on Jesus. In fact, the impact of this demonstra- 
tion was so great upon the people who were there and 
who knew about it that when the Pharisees were told 
what had happened, their determination to do away 
with Jesus became more fixed than ever. Consequently, 
“Jesus walked no more openly among the Jews” (John 


11: 54). 
Those Specifically Addressed 


In Bethany Jesus specifically addressed Lazarus in 
calling for his resurrection from among the dead. The 
hour is coming, however, when the call will go forth, 
addressed to a specific group among the dead who have 
died in the Lord, who will be invited to enter with the 
Lord into the Marriage Supper. They, and they alone, 
will hear. His voice in that hour and will come forth 
from their graves in that first resurrection. Speaking of 
this initial phase of the coming day of resurrection, 
Jesus had said: 


“Verily, verily, I say unto you, The hour is coming, and 
now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall live.” (John 5: 25.) 


Jesus said, “And now is”; that is, now is possible, 
because, as He had told Martha, He is the Resurrection 
and the Life and, by the power inherent in Himself, 
He did call Lazarus forth from the grave. 


Those Generally Addressed 


Then Jesus went on to state further: 


“Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming, in which all 
that are in the graves shall hear his voice [the voice of the 
Son of man], and shall come forth; they that have done 
good, unto the resurrection of life; and they that have done 
evil, unto the resurrection of damnation [or condemna- 
tion].” (John 5: 28-29.) 


Later on others will be called, coming forth in the 
order in which they are to be raised from the dead. 
Paul put it this way: “Every man in his own order” 
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(I Cor. 15: 23). Thus, the day of resurrection will insti- 
tute an orderly process as each one is raised in his own 
“series” or “succession” according to the meaning of 
the Greek word translated “order.” He briefly enumer- 
ated three steps: J) “Christ the firstfruits”; 2) “after- 
ward they that are Christ’s at his coming”; 3) “then 
cometh the end” (I Cor. 15: 23-24).* 

In the Book of Daniel we have another reference to 
the entire scope of resurrection, beginning with those 
who will awaken to everlasting life and immortality 
and closing with those who awaken to shame and ever- 
lasting contempt. There also the timing of the day of 
resurrection is indicated: 


“And at that time shall Michael stand up, the great prince 
which standeth for the children of thy people: and there 
shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since there was 
a nation even to that same time: and at that time thy people 
shall be delivered, every one that shall be found written in 
the book. And many of them that sleep in the dust of the 
earth shall awake, some to everlasting life, and some to 
shame and everlasting contempt.” (Dan. 12: 1-2.) 


Daniel desired to know the meaning of many things 
the Angel had revealed to him, but he was informed 
by his heavenly visitor: 


“Go and wait for the end; you shall rest in the grave and 
then rise to enjoy your share at the end of the days.” (Dan. 
12: 18, Moffatt Trans.) 


The Coming Reunion 


Just as Lazarus came forth from the tomb to be 
recognized by his family and friends and to be re- 
united with them again, so too, in the day of resur- 
rection, the very same individuals, the identical per- 
sonalities who at the moment are resting in their graves 
in the sleep of death, will come forth. Paul counsels 
believers who mourn for departed loved ones that they 
are not to sorrow as others do who have no hope of 
a coming reunion with those who have passed into the 
valley of the shadow of death. He then enlarges upon 
the statement made by Jesus when, in His conversa- 
tion with Martha, He referred to the last days when the 
process of resurrection will be instituted and those liv- 
ing and believing in Him will not die. In his words of 
comfort, Paul said those who believe Jesus died and 
rose again may look forward to a marvelous hap- 


pening: 
“Even so them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him.” (I Thess. 4: 14.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate this: 


“For if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, then, by 
means of Jesus, God will bring back with him those who 
have fallen asleep.” 


The Apostle sets forth in detail what is involved in 
the resurrection of the believing dead and the transla- 
tion of the believing living who, being alive at that 
time, will not taste of death:

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“For this we say unto you by the word of the Lord, that 
we which are alive and remain unto the coming of the Lord 
shall not prevent [that is, hinder or precede] them which 
are asleep. For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout [the resounding voice summoning the dead to 
arise], with the voice of the Archangel [gathering the elect, 
to which reference is made in Matt. 24: $1], and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ shall rise first: Then 
we which are alive and remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord.” (I Thess. 4: 15-17.) 


The Privileged Few 


Let it be carefully noted here that only one group 
is involved in this first and glorious resurrection and 
translation. These are the overcomers, for both our 
Lord and Paul refer to the blowing of just one trumpet, 
as pointed out in “The Summons to the Rulers” 
(Destiny for October 1953*), where reference is made 
to the use of trumpets. When only one trumpet was 
blown, it summoned the rulers in Israel to gather at 
the Tabernacle to meet there with Moses before the 
Lord. When two trumpets were blown, the people of 
the entire congregation of Israel were to present them- 
selves before the Tabernacle in the presence of Moses 
and the Lord. There is no ambiguity in the Scriptures; 
thus, the fact that both Jesus and Paul — our Lord 
in His Olivet discourse and Paul in his instructions in 
I Thessalonians — refer to the blowing of one trumpet 
only indicates beyond question that those who are thus 
summoned from among the dead and from among the 
living are none other than the ones who are selected 
to become rulers with the Lord in His Kingdom. They 
are the chosen ones who are privileged to enter with 
Him into the Marriage Supper. Of these the Angel in- 
formed John: 


“Blessed are they which are called unto the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb. And he saith unto me, These are the true 
sayings of God.” (Rev. 19: 9.) 


In His Olivet discourse our Lord declared that, fol- 
lowing the appearing of the Sign of the Son of man in 
heaven: 


“He shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together his elect from the four winds, 
from one end of heaven to the other.” (Matt. 24: 31.) 


Again, those who are selected in this manner are the 
overcomers who are to be in attendance at the Marriage 
Supper.+ Because they could look forward to the com- 
ing reunion between the dead and the living through 
the resurrection, Paul instructed them all to “comfort 
one another with these words.” 


We Shall Know 


We are thus given complete Scriptural assurance 
that the living and the dead will recognize one another 
in the day of resurrection. The entire teaching of the 
Word of God pertaining to the coming day when the

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Kingdom will be restored in all of its perfection is 
predicated upon the fact that men and women in that 
day will possess understanding of the past as well as 
knowledge of the present as they contemplate the 
glories which lie before them. They will comprehend 
the meaning of the great changes that will have trans- 
pired and will possess full recognition of individuals 
and personalities involved. 


Natural aptitudes will be enhanced, not diminished, 
in the changes that will occur in the transition from 
this age into the coming New Order of the Ages. There 
will be no sickness there and certainly no impairment 
of mental and physical faculties, for the Prophet Isaiah 
declares: 


“And the inhabitant shall not say, I am sick: the people 
that dwell therein shall be forgiven their iniquity.” (Isa. 
33: 24.) 


In dealing with the wicked the Scriptures are quite 
clear that in the day of judgment evil men will face 
the crimes they committed and will be judged accord- 
ingly. This in itself is conclusive evidence that there 
will be knowledge and understanding, not only in re- 
gard to the rewards the righteous will receive and the 
reasons why they are given, but also where the wicked 
are concerned, who will then comprehend the signifi- 
cance of the full fruitage of their evil doings. 


Day of Judgment 


It is well to consider too that those who have de- 
spised the righteous ones in this present order will be- 
come fully aware in the day of judgment of the conse- 
quences of their unrighteous attitude. In the Book of 
the Wisdom of Solomon in the Apocrypha,* we find 
some very interesting observations on this subject. 
Solomon states that when the unrighteous see how the 
wise, or righteous ones, fare in the new order, they 
will be surprised to observe what God, by His pre- 
determination, has decreed for those who serve Him. 
Solomon states further that, although the unrighteous 
despise the righteous in this life, thinking themselves 
vastly superior, God will ultimately laugh the un- 
righteous to scorn. Then, looking forward to the day of 
the Great Assize, when the wicked will be faced with 
the requirement to give a full accounting of their sins 
(for there will be no hiding in that day behind a Fifth 
Amendment), Solomon states: 


“They shall come with fear: and their own iniquities shall 
convince them to their face.” (Wisdom of Solomon 4: 20.) 


Speaking of the position that the righteous will at- 
tain, this wisest of all men declared: 


“Then shall the righteous man stand in great boldness be- 
fore the face of such as have afflicted him, and made no 
account of his labours.” (Wisdom of Solomon 5: 1.) 


Thus, the wicked are to come face to face with those 
whom, in this life, they ill-treated or despised and 
whose works of righteousness they belittled and ridi- 
culed. Solomon explains why there will be consterna- 
tion among them:

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“When they see it, they shall be troubled with terrible 
fear, and shall be amazed at the strangeness of his salvation 
[i.e., the salvation of the righteous], so far beyond all that 
they looked for.” (Wisdom of Solomon 5: 2.) 


The reaction upon the wicked, as they witness the 
elevation of the righteous, clearly demonstrates that, 
in the coming day of judgment, there will be full 
knowledge of the past, very likely with far more ac- 
curate perception than that which is possible now. 
Based upon their previous opinion of the value of the 
activities of the righteous in this order, it will seem so 
strange to them to see the righteous in positions of 
prestige, power and authority in the New Order of the 
Ages far beyond anything they could have imagined. 
But in that day their own repentance will come too 
late: 


“And they repenting and groaning for anguish of spirit 
shall say within themselves, This was he, whom we had some- 
times in derision, and a proverb of reproach: We fools ac- 
counted his life madness, and his end to be without honour.” 
(Wisdom of Solomon 5: 3-4.) 


This is followed by their astonished exclamation: 


“How is he numbered among the children of God, and his 
lot is among the saints!”” (Wisdom of Solomon 5: 5.) 


The Wicked Will Know 


Then, in a flash of true understanding, even though 
it is too late, full realization dawns upon them as they 
face judgment for their own evil doings: 


“Therefore have we erred from the way of truth, and the 
light of righteousness hath not shined unto us, and the sun 
of righteousness rose not upon us. We wearied ourselves in 
the way of wickedness and destruction: yea, we have gone 
through deserts, where there lay no way: but as for the way 
of the Lord, we have not known it.” (Wisdom of Solomon 
5: 6-7.) 


When actual recognition comes to the wicked con- 
cerning the reason for their plight as they review in 
retrospect the profitlessness of their whole earthly exis- 
tence, they will cry out in anguish of spirit: 


“What hath pride profited us? Or what good hath riches 
with our vaunting brought us? All those things are passed 
away like a shadow, and as a post that hasted by.” (Wisdom 
of Solomon 5: 8-9.) 


The Glorious Kingdom 


Summing it all up, Solomon contrasts the position 
of the wicked in the coming day of judgment with that 
of the righteous: 


“The hope of the ungodly is like dust that is blown away 
with the wind; like a thin froth that is driven away with the 
storm; like as the smoke which is dispersed here and there 
with a tempest, and passeth away as the remembrance of a 
guest that tarrieth but a day. But the righteous live for ever- 
more; their reward also is with the Lord, and the care of 
them is with the most High. Therefore shall they receive a 
glorious kingdom, and a beautiful crown from the Lord’s 
hand: for with his right hand shall he cover them, and with

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STUMBLING NATIONS

lation which so graphically marked the election 

of President Kennedy on November 8-9, 1960. 
Acting in concert with equally muddled London 
leadership, the Kennedy Administration set a course in 
foreign affairs which gravely accelerated the tide of 
global deterioration. Blind to the lessons of China, 
Poland and countless other diplomatic disasters, the 
Western leaders sought to resolve the Laos crisis 
through a conference which would set up a “coalition” 
government, the inevitable next step being a Com- 
munist take-over. 

In Africa, meanwhile, both Anglo-Saxon partners 
were guilty of incredible boggling. The United States, 
continuing its blind support of the UN despite the 
ghastly fiasco of the world organization’s Congo opera- 
tion, gratuitously slapped its NATO ally, Portugal, in 
the face by supporting a Security Council proposal 
calling for UN investigation of Portuguese Angola. 
And Britain, ignoring the interests of White Africans 
and hearkening only to the most violently extremist 
Black minority blocs, doggedly pursued racialist poli- 
cies which caused South Africa to leave the Common- 
wealth and threatened to force out Southern Rhodesia 
as well. | 

The columnist David Lawrence wrote: 


“1960 was not the time for a change in Administration, 
and events now unfortunately are proving that thesis true. 
The risk we have taken by ‘changing horses in midstream’ 
is being revealed in the headlines. . . . Despite what was said 
by the Democrats in their ridicule of the policy of the late 
Secretary Dulles, called ‘brinkmanship,’ it is a fact that after 
two months of a Democratic Administration we are at the 
brink of armed conflict.” 


Nor was the Kennedy Administration’s blundering 
confined to remote regions like Laos and Africa. De- 
sirous of excising the Castro cancer, the Washington 
policymakers threw their support behind a government- 
in-exile headed by Miro Cardona, a rank leftist whose 
name is anathema to the vast majority of anti-Com- 
munist Cuban exiles. And although President Ken- 
nedy spoke out firmly against American recognition of 
Red China and its admission to the UN, high-level 
members of his official family are known to believe 
that both of these developments are inevitable. This 
encouraged apologists for Red China to raise a mount- 
ing clamor for her admission to the UN, exacerbating 
tensions within the Western bloc at a time when unity 
is vital. 

India’s outspoken neutralist, Premier Nehru, joined 
the campaign on March 8 when he urged that the 
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Ri QUICKLY CONFIRMED the indications of tribu- 


April 10, 1961 


Peiping government should represent China rather 
than Chiang Kai-shek’s Formosa regime. On the same 
day Prime Minister Macmillan contended that admit- 
ting Red China to the UN would aid world negotia- 
tions. The date fell 2 x 270 days (birth travail) after 
September 15, 1959 when Khrushchev arrived in the 
United States (top of Chart XI). 


The Congolese took a faltering step toward unity on 
March 12 when three states proclaimed an anti-Com- 
munist confederation. Joseph Kasavubu was named 
President of the new government which included also 
Katanga Province headed by Moise Tshombe and 
South Kasai led by Albert Kalonji. But the UN, its 
policy apparently that of supporting only Red factions, 
pointedly ignored the new government. 


The Congo Confederation was proclaimed exactly 
3 x 1890 days after the Japanese surrender was signed 
on September 2, 1945. The 1890 time-factor is 7 x 270 
days and signifies birth travail perfected. March 12 also 
fell precisely 1260 days lunar (tribulation) before the 
August 5, 1964 “Junction” date. In the symbolism of 
the King’s Chamber, it is on this date that the nation 
Israel, moving westward along the center line of the 
Chamber toward the Open Tomb, meets the Over- 
comers traveling eastward. It therefore is a cardinal 
milepost in the spiritual renewal and regeneration of 
Israel (bottom of Chart XI). 


Britain’s travail intensified dramatically on March 
15 when South Africa announced its intention of quit- 
ting the Commonwealth. The withdrawal resulted 
when India, Ghana, Malaya and Ceylon fanatically in- 
sisted upon their right to denounce South Africa's 
apartheid policy. In his statement announcing the 
move, Prime Minister Verwoerd declared: 


“It is ironical that allegations of discrimination and op- 
pression of nonwhites in South Africa have come from prime 
ministers in whose own countries oppression and discrimina- 
tion are openly practiced, and where basic principles of 
democratic government are flouted.” 


South Africa’s withdrawal came precisely on the 
third day made perfect of 1290 days (desolation) after 
Malaya joined the Commonwealth on August 31, 1957. 
March 15 also fell 270 plus 2 days (birth travail) after 
June 16, 1960 when President Eisenhower’s projected 
Visit to Japan was cancelled. 

Particularly significant is another 270-day interval of 
birth travail separating March 15 from December 10, 
1961. This is the first date upon which it is possible 
to reach the North-South Axis of the Great Pyramid if 
one turns right upon leaving the Second Low Passage 
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and proceeds along the North Wall of the King’s 
Chamber. This is illustrated in a diagram on page 186 
of Destiny for September 1959. 

It was also on March 15 that the United States joined 
with Russia, Ceylon, Liberia and the United Arab 
Republic in support of a Security Council proposal 
that would have sent a UN investigating team into 
Portuguese Angola. The proposal failed to pass, but 
the deadly damage to the United States was already 
done. 

The UN General Assembly censured South Africa 
on March 16 for repeatedly ignoring UN resolutions 
aimed at eventual freedom for the territory of South 
West Africa. Meanwhile, rebel Congolese troops in 
Kivu Province held captive thirty missionaries. The 
date fell 666 days lunar after May 30, 1959 when 
Singapore was freed and 666 plus 2 x 286 days before 
the August 5, 1964 “Junction” date. The 666 time- 
factor is the number of human imperfection and apos- 
tasy and marks activities of those opposed to the estab- 
lishment of God’s reign of righteousness upon earth. 
The Great Pyramid’s displacement factor, 286, also 
signifies human error (Chart XI). 

Informed sources in Vientiane disclosed on March 17 
that the United States had doubled its military mission 
in Laos and increased shipments of guns and ammu- 
nition to meet a new threat by Soviet-armed rebels. On 
the same day the Algerian rebels accepted a French 
offer for negotiations to end the six-year-old rebellion 
in Algeria. 

These developments came on the solar terminal of 
7 x 1260 days (tribulation perfected) after the Great 
Pyramid’s Hall of Judgment was entered on September 
16, 1936. Equally noteworthy, March 17 fell precisely 
1260 plus 666 plus 7 x 120 days after the August 20, 
1953 King’s Chamber terminal when Russia announced 
her first H-bomb test. And exactly 1600 days (space or 
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extent of judgment) separate March 17 from the Octo- 
ber 29, 1956 Jewish invasion of Egypt. 

Two further significant time-links mark the Algerian 
rebels’ acceptance of peace talks. It came 270 days 
(birth travail) after June 20, 1960 when the rebels 
agreed to a previous set of truce talks which subse- 
quently proved abortive. The 1960 date, in turn, fell 
2520 days (trial or probation) after the July 27, 1953 
Korean truce. In addition, March 17 fell 420 days after 
January 22, 1960 when President de Gaulle fired his 
commandant of the Algiers area, General Jacques 
Massu, thereby precipitating a violent insurrection by 
rightist settlers in Algeria. The 420 factor is one-sixth 
of 2520 and unfolds successive phases of the Divine 
“trial of judgment” upon the imperfect human world 
order (Chart XII). 

President Kasavubu declared on March 20 that the 
UN Congo operation had failed and it was time for 
the international force to leave. “Since the United Na- 
tions came conditions have grown worse,” he stated. 
“It was called to bring peace; it in fact brought dis- 
order. We must ask the United Nations and its arms 
to get out and let us solve our problems in our own 
way.” 

Significantly, the Kasavubu declaration came pre- 
cisely 1600 days (judgment) after the UN emergency 
session on Suez opened on November 1, 1956. And a 
solar 666-day interval separates March 20 from January 
25, 1963. This terminal will be 2520 days after March 
2, 1956, when Jordan ousted British General Glubb, 
and 1600 plus 2520 days after October 15, 1951, when 
Egypt abrogated her Suez and Sudan treaties with 
Great Britain (lower half of Chart XIII). 

Meanwhile, Portugal placed sections of northern 
Angola under martial law and poured in reinforce- 
ments to forestall further attacks by native marauders. 

At his March 23 news conference, President Ken- 
nedy warned the Reds to halt the war in Laos or face 
a “response” from the United States and its allies. 
Other Washington reports told of strong American 
naval forces assembling in the vicinity of Laos. It is 
noteworthy that the Kennedy warning came exactly 
1290 plus 666 plus 7 x 120 days after the July 27, 1953 
Korean truce. And a solar interval of 420 days separates 
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March 23 from May 23, 1962. This date will be 1290 
days (desolation) after the November 10-11, 1958 ter- 
minal which closed a forty-year generation after the 
1918 Armistice (Chart XII). 

President Kennedy and Prime Minister Macmillan, 
conferring in Key West on March 26, warned Russia 
that the situation in Laos could not “be allowed to 
deteriorate.” The two leaders, however, stopped short 
of declaring they would seek military action to halt 
the Communist advance in Laos. 

March 26 fell exactly 3 x 1290 days solar (desolation) 
after the Korean War began on June 25, 1950. Note- 
worthy too is the solar interval of 286 days (displace- 
ment) separating the Kennedy-Macmillan warning 
from January 10, 1962, which will be 10 x 286 days 
(perfection in displacement) after the March 13, 1954 
Communist attack on the French fortress of Dien Bien 
Phu in Indo-China. When this fortress finally fell, it 
left the Reds in control of large areas of the country 
and led to the subsequent partition of Indo-China. 
March 26 was also 666 days after May 30, 1959 when 
Singapore was freed from British rule (Chart XIII). 

Foreign ministers of the eight SEATO members, 
meeting in Bangkok to discuss the Laos crisis, split 
completely over policy to be followed and issued only 
the mildest of warnings to the Communists. One ob- 
server quipped, “Never have so many come so far to 
do so little.” Despite this dismal showing by SEATO, 
the United States was reportedly ready for military in- 
tervention in Laos at a moment’s notice, if necessary. 

The SEATO ministers’ March 29 exercise in futility 
came exactly 286 days (displacement or human error) 
after June 16, 1960 when President Eisenhower's pro- 
jected visit to Japan was cancelled. And a period of 
420 days separates March 29 from May 23, 1962, which 
will be 1290 days after November 10-11, 1958 (lower 
half of Chart XII). 

A March 30 communique, issued at the close of a 
conference of the Warsaw Pact Powers, declared that 
“West Germany is turning into a major hotbed of war 
danger.” This came 12 x 1290 days (desolation) after 
the November 1918 Armistice. On the same day reports 
of unrest and struggles for power emanated from three 
Mideast nations — Iraq, Jordan and Yemen. A 666-day 
interval, measured forward from the date of these flare- 
ups, terminates on January 25, 1963, which will be 2520 
days after Jordan ousted General Glubb (Chart XIII). 

While Reds smashed ahead in Laos, the Soviet Union 
agreed on April 1 to join the West in calling for a 
Laotian cease-fire. It asked for a fourteen-nation inter- 
national conference on the future of the Southeast 
Asian kingdom regardless of whether the civil war 
there stopped. This came precisely 12 x 1290 days 
lunar (desolation) after the Versailles Treaty was 
signed on June 28, 1919. April 1 also fell 2 x 286 days 
lunar after Khrushchev arrived in the United States on 
September 15, 1959 and 270 days (birth travail) before 
December 27, 1961. This terminal will be 666 plus 286 
days before the August 5, 1964 “Junction” date 
(Chart XI). 

President Kennedy and Prime Minister Macmillan 
opened a series of Washington conferences on April 
5. The British leader continued to “rock the boat” by 
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advocating admission of Red China to the UN. The 
date fell 666 days solar after May 30, 1959 when Singa- 
pore was freed (Chart XIII). 

“They err in vision, they stumble in judgment,” 
wrote the Prophet Isaiah when he foresaw latter-day 
Ephraim as the time of rectification and regeneration 
neared. And the preview accorded to Isaiah through 
the Holy Spirit is brought to life in blazoning head- 
lines as this generation watches blundering politicians 
sow seeds of crisis which all too soon will bring forth 
an unparalleled harvest of woe and catastrophe from 
which no human agency can rescue Israel. Caught in 
the ever-accelerating tide of global disintegration, the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples will find no escape route open 
except that which leads to acceptance of Divine sover- 
eignty and wholehearted compliance with the precepts 
of God’s eternal laws.

his arm shall he protect them.” (Wisdom of Solomon 5: 
14-16.) 


Daniel the Prophet corroborates all that is stated 
here in regard to the reward of the righteous when the 
Kingdom, in all its greatness, is given to the people of 
the saints of the Most High (see Daniel 7: 27). 

That there will be true understanding, complete 
knowledge, together with the undoubted recognition 
of those who pass on into the New Order of the Ages 
through resurrection from the dead or by translation, 
is made clear through these revelations from God. The 
wicked will know, the righteous will understand, for 
there will be discernment in that day between the 
righteous and the wicked, between those who served 
God and those who served Him not (Mal. 3: 18). Let 
all those whose loved ones have died in Christ and who 
serve the Lord in righteousness be comforted in the 
knowledge of a coming great reunion when the King- 
dom of God is restored and functioning in its glorious 
perfection. In the contemplation of all this, each one 
of us can say with Paul (I Cor. 13: 10-12): “When that 
which is perfect is come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. . . . For now we see through a 
glass, darkly; but then face to face: now I know in part; 
but then shall I know even as also I am known.” 
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s You READ Destiny it will be helpful to bear in 
A mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms “‘Israel,”’

There it is stated: “‘The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.” 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times. 

It is natural that, in the presentation of facts at 
first thought so startling, the immediate effect of pro- 
claiming these new (yet not new) truths will bring 
opposition from some quarters where past beliefs are 
upset. But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their

assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni-
